order that, in the language of the Presi- 
dent, “the ways of commerce may not be 
needlessly disrupted.” Steps have been 
taken also to bring the matter betore 
the Supreme Court for its decision, which 
will be given at the earliest possible 
opportunity. From the point of . view 
of. American jurisprudence there is no 
going behind the United States Constitu- 
tion. If the Supreme Court finds that 
the prohibition amendment does, indeed, 
prohibit a foreign vessel from entering 
United States territorial waters with 
liquor - aboard, sealed or unsealed or 
whithersoever destined, that will be the 
end éf the matter. 

Diplomacy may intervene; but it has 
been established by countless precedents 
that no Government can make a diplo- 
matic concession which involves the abroga- 
tion of its private law except by getting the 
offending law amended or repealed through 
the .usual legislative chanrels. Diplo- 
matic action by f reign countries whose 
mercantile marine is affected by the ruling 
must take the form of friendly protest. 
Their international rights “are not 
violated; for the United States has as 
immach right to prohibit the introduction of 
liquor, no matter how carefully sealed, 
into its ports as it has to prohibit the 
introduction of dynamite. If the foreign 
vessels do not like the ruling, they can 
go elsewhere. If the Governments feel 
aggrieved, they can take counter-action 
against American vessels calling at their 
ports. They cannot claim, however, that 
the United States, in enforeing its Pro- 
hibition Law in United States territorial 
waters, has violated their rights. Not 
long ago the American prohibition 
officials attempted to assert the right to 
seize, outside the three-mile limit, foreign 
vessels which were carrying liquor sus- 
pected to be destines for ultimate de- 
livery, in the same or other bottoms, 
at American ports. The Administration 
properly repudiated their action, and the 
Secretary, of State subsequently sent a 
Note to Great Britain suggesting that the 
matter might be covered by reciprocal 
agreement. It is suggested that negotia- 
tions for this agreement will be dropped 
if the President’s ruling is enforced. In 
other words, all parties will stand upon 
their rights. ce 
Meanwhile the President's ruling has 
caused consternation in American shipping 
circles, which declare that the result af 
the ruling will be to compel foreign vessels | 
to avoid the United States and to land 
their passengers and cargoes at adjacent 
Canadian or Mexican ports. Such a 
tendency would produce counter-measures 
by the United States to coerce passengers 
and goods coming to America to land in 
prohibition bottoms. In the end the United 
States would find itself enjoying an isolation 
that even the combination of the Fordney 
Tariff and a forward policy of debt collec- 
tion cannot achieve. It is fortunate that 
the United States Supreme Court re- 
peatedly has asserted its right to interpret 
the Constitution and its amerdments 
liberally, to seek the true meaning of 
its clauses, and not to be bound by the 
restrictions of word and phrase. In these 
circumstances its ruling is likely to be 
that the prohibition amendment was 
passed to prevent the consumption of 
liquor in the United States and the entry 
into the United States of liquor intended 
to be consumed there. To interpret it as 
meaning that liquor intended to be con- 
sumed on the high seas or in some foreign 
country must not enter an American port 
in transit would be to assume a purpose 
on the part of the people of the United 
States to force prohibition down the 
throats of other nations. This assump- 
tion the Supreme Court. will refuse to 
make except in the face of language 
clearly indicating that this, and nothing 
less, was the precise intention of those 
at whose instigation the amendment was 


framed. /

EDUCATIONAL PROSPECTS. 
a 


(BY H. R. C.) 

In the last year of the great war, when 
prophets of evil and others, for whom probably 
the wish was father to the thought, were telling 
us that Britain's defeat was certain; the British 
Minister of Education presented his famous bill 
to the House of Commons, and on August 8th, 
the day on which the British and French began 
the great advance which only ended with Ger- 
many’s surrender, the Education Bill became 
law. That is over four years ago, and yet 
Ireland, where the desire for educational reform 
has been at least as loudly expressed as in 
Great Britain, is still without its Education Act. 
It might have had one, and one of its own 
making, in 1919, but a combination of ecclesias- 
tical and political forces killed the Macpherson 
bill and dashed the hopes of tht educationists. 
For it must be remembered that the great 
majority of those best able to estimate its 
worth (i.e., the teachers of Ireland) weleomed 
the bill. Most of them wished to see it 
amended, but their amendments would not hare 
materially altered its character. Ycet it cannot 
be said that the teachers played a notable part 
in the fight for the bill. There are about 15,000 
national teachers in Ireland, and ten or eleven 
thousand are membérs of.our association, the 
I.N.T.O.; but this powerful body, as far as is 
known, was content to record its attitude 
towards the bill and to leave action to others. 
If any action was taken—and at the time we 
were assured that negotiations were going on 


Catholic bishops. And, when the national 
teachers as a body did so little, it was not to 
be expected that the secondary teachers would 
do much. As a matter of fact, they did nothing. 
It was, of course, very difficult for cither body 
cf teachers to act. Openly to oppose the Irish 
hierarchy is at any time difficult, but to oppose 
the hierarchy so soon after its victory over the 
British Government in the fight against con- 
scription, and at a time when nearly all the 
signs pointed to the bishops being backed by 
the country, must have seemed too Quixotic an 
undertaking for the teachers’ to engage in.

Things are very different now. Even the 
general public, who cannot be expected to follow 
the fortunes of a teaching body, will remember 
the stroke of luck by which the national! 
teachers’ salaries were raised so considerably 
that the teachers (who are as good at grumbling 
as other mortals) were satisfied. The secondary 
teachers, however, were rot so lucky. Their 
claim for State help was never as strong as that 
of the national teachers, who. were civil servants 
in all but name, and neither argument nor 
leading moved the guardians of the Imperial 
reasury to add to the £50,000—humorously 
called the Interim Grant. as though something 
better were to follow—which the unfortunate 
teachers were given when the cost of living was 
threatening them with ruin. For some months 
their prospects were of the gloomiest kind, but, 
with the setting up of native Governments in 
the country, relief came, large additions being 
made by the Belfast and Dublin Ministries to 
the Interim Grant. Our secondary teachers are 
not now leaving the country as they did a year 
ago, but their staying at home must not be set 
down wholly to satisfaction with the conditions 
of employment in Ireiand; the difficulty of find- 
ing teaching posts anywhere else must also be 
taken into account. 

Now, even if it be granted that adequate pay- 
ment of the teachers goes a long way towards 
raising the standard of education, tt must, 
onn il be admitted that by itself it can- 
not raise the standard to a satisfactory level. 
Well-paid posts will always attract clever men 
and women, but the good salaries tend towards 
rendering the recipients uncritical of the system 
approved by their ghia We must pay 
our teachers properly, but we must make sure 
that our educational systems and curricula are 
worth spending money on. 

In Southern Ireland the 
secondary curricula have been e3 
committees appointed by Dail Eireann, and 
programmes of work based on «their 
recommendations are already being followed in 
the schools. These programmes seem remark- 
ably conservative, when one considers the 
political upheaval that occasioned them. Their 
most striking feature is the prominence given 
to the teaching of Irish; but, wisely or foolishly, 
a Dail Committee was bound to give Irish pro- 
minence, In other respects the programmes 
remind one strongly of the prog issued 
by the old Boards of Education, and, indeed, 
there was an a priori improbability that a 
wide divergence from the paths to knowledge 
finally selected by the Boards would have led 
more directly to the desired goal. 

Northern Ireland, in the fateful years that 
Ireland has lately been passing through, has 
differed as much in its educational policy from 
the rest of the councry aa it has differed politi- 
cally.

Those who are 
specially interested in primary education will 
notice the way m whichithe Committee would 
deal with the difficult problem of schoo) control. 
It would divide the echools into three classes; 
the first consisting of schools in which local 
committees would be the managers, the second 
consisting of schools controlled by committees 
of six persons, four representing the managers 
(í.e., the single authorities in whose hands the 
appointment and dismissal of teachers have 
hitherto rested) and two representing the loca] 
education committee. The third claes. would 
consist of schools under individual managers— 
that is, it would consist of schools in the 
position in which nearly all the national schools 
of the country, with the exception of the model 
schools, have hitherto been. The Committee 
hopes that the last two classes will gradually 
disappear, and, in order to hasten their dis- 
appearance, it recommends that financial 
support out of public money be given to the 
schools in inverse ratio to their mdependence 
of public control 

It is doubtful whether the South is yet.ripe 
for the, public contro] of education, but it is 
hardly doubtful that it would reject the 
Northern method of making it attractive. For, 
if the bulk of State grants went to schools 
under public control, it is highly probable that, 
for some time at least, the schools of the reli- 
ious minority would be almost the sole gainers. 
t is true, no doubt, that many of the Pro- 
testant clergy would part with their managerial! 
powers reluctantly, but it is also true that they 
could not retain them against the wishes of 
the laity. But the issue of a struggle between 
the Catholic clergy and laity would be much 
less certain. In the fight against lay control 
of education the Catholic clergy would be 
actuated by higher motives than the mere 
human loss ot power, and one wonders whether 
the rulers of Southern Ireland would be strong 
enough to ignore those higher motives. Yet, 


the great majority of the teachers, whose 
demand for the status of civil servants is 
robably as much due to the desire for freedom 
rom the control of irresponsible clerics as to 
the desire, for financial ‘security. It may be 
that, in putting themselves under State control, 
the teachers are choosing the lesser of two evils, 
for, of course. the choice of civil service status 
is hardly consistent with that other desideratum 
---professional independence. However that 
may be, public control education will be a 
great step in the right ‘directiqn, a direction 
mm which lies, inter alia, the recovery of the 
lost unity of Ireland.
